PHILADELPHIA, June 15— “Poten- 
tial” flood waters threatened the Le­ 
high Valley, populous Pennsylvania in­ 
dustrial,sector, with its worst flood in 
history, It was revealed today, follow­ 
ing a U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture survey of the Lehigh water-shed. 


Crests higher than those of the dis­ 
astrous flood which struck P ennsyl­ 
vania in 1936 are an ever-pr®sent dan­ 
ger confronting the more than 400,OGU 
residents along this Eastern P ennsyl­ 
vania stream, Arthur Be van, forest 
econom ist of the Department of Agri­ 
culture, told International News Serv­ 
ice.
